Tue Unrrep States oF AMERICA, TO ALL TO WHOM THESE PRESENTS SHALL COME, GREETING: 


Whereas, It appears from a duly authenticated Transcript, filed in the General Land Office of the United States, 
that, pursuant to the provisions of the Act of Congress, approved the third day of March, Anno Domini one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one, entitled “‘An Act to ascertain and settle the Private Land Claims in the State of Cali- 
fornia,” The City of San Jose, by its Mayor and Common Council, filed a petition on the fourteenth day of July, 
A. D., one thousand eight hundred and fifty-two, with the Commissioners to ascertain and settle the Private 
Land Claims in the State of California, sitting as a Board in the City of San Francisco, in which petition it claimed 
the confirmation of its title to a tract of land known by the name of ‘‘ Pueblo of San Jose de Guadalupe,” situate in 


the then County of Santa Clara and State aforesaid. 


And Whereas, The Board of Land Commissioners aforesaid on the fifth day of February, A. D. one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty-six, rendered a decree of confitmation in favor of the claimant, which decree or 
decision having been taken by appeal to the District Court of the United States for the Northern District of 
California, the said District Court, at a stated term, on the sixth day of August, A. D. one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-seven, in the cause entitled ‘“‘The Mayor and Common Council of the City of San Jose vs. The 


United States,” rendered its decree as follows, to wit: 


‘‘ Appeal from the final decision of the Commissioners to ascertain and settle Private Land Claims in the State 
of California. The claimants claim the land included within the boundaries of the former ‘ Pueblo of San Jose de 
Guadalupe,’ according to its ancient boundaries, and the cause having been heard upon appeal from the decision 
of the Commissioners aforesaid upon the transcript of the proceedings before the said Commissioners, their decision, 
and the papers and evidence on which said decision was founded, and the same having been argued by the District 
Attorney on behalt of the United States, and by F. M. Haight and Joseph Bb. Crockett on behalf of the claimants 


representing the said Pueblo, and due deliberation being thereupon had, 


“ The said Court, in pursuance of the laws of Congress, in that case made and provided, doth order, judge and 


determine, that the claim of the claimants to the land included within the ancient limits of the said Pueblo of San 
Jose be confirmed to said claimants, or their legal representatives, according to the ancient boundaries of said Pueblo, 
as ascertained by the orders and decrees of the former Governments of California, the map and surveys in evidence 
and the testimony of witnesses in the case, as set forth in the said transcript of the proceedings of the said Commis- 


sioners sent to this Court.” 


And thereafter, the mandate of the Supreme Court of the United States dismissing the appeal taken in this 
cause having been presented and filed in the siid District Court of the United States for the Northern District of 
California, the said District Court on the thirteenth day of June, A. D. one thousand eight hundred and 
sixty-six in the cause entitled “The United States vs. The Mayor and Common Council of the City of San Jose 


Pueblo Lands,” rendered the following decree, viz. : 








‘““ Now, therefore, on motion of Francis E. Spencer, Esq., of counsel for the Mayor and Common Council of the 
City of San Jose, aforesaid, it is ordered, adjudged and decreed, in conformity with the said mandate of the said 
Supreme Court, that the claim of the Mayor and Common Council of the City of San Jose, the claimants to the land 
included within the ancient limits of the Pueblo of San Jose, be confirmed to said claimants, or their legal represen- 


tatives, according to the ancient boundaries of said Pueblo, as ascertained by the orders and decrees of the former

Governments of California, the map and surveys in evidence, and the testimony of witnesses in the case, as set forth 


in the transcript of the proceedings sent to the said Supreme Court 


“Tt is further ordered, adjudged and decreed by this Court that the boundaries of the said claim, being the same 
with those of the former Pueblo of San Jose, shall be ascertained and surveyed as follows: Beginning at a point in 
the woods at a live oak tree in the dividing line between said. Pueblo and what were formerly known as the lands of 
the Mission of San Jose, and if said tree is gone, where the same was in March, 1838, running thence a southeast 
course, which passes through the mountains which are called Las Buellas, Pala San Felipe, Las Animas and Aguas de 
las Slayuas, to a monuinent of stone erected in March 1838, and having reference to all the land-marks on this line 
and to the monument of stone in the middle of Pala,—this line is in length eleven and one-half leagues and its 
southern termination the southeast corner of the ancient limits of the said Pueblo and of the land hereby confirmed 
to the claimants. Then commencing again at the point first mentioned, being the said live oak tree, or its former 
situation, and running in a line from the northeast by east to southwest by west to the Embarcadero of the Guada- 
lupe to the last live oak which is seen on the bank of the River Guadaloupe, or where the same was in March, 1838, 
being two leagues and eight hundred varas for the length of this line, and the same passing near the house formerly 
occupied by Jose Higuera, aud distant from it four hundred and ten varas, the house being on the northerly side of 
this line. 

“Thence up the River Guadaloupe to its source, and thence running with a line corresponding with the course of 
said river as near as may be, and which is nearly from southeast to northwest, and having reference to monuments 
of stone formerly placed on this line, the last of which and the termination of this line, was placed on the apex of a 
little hill which is at the foot of the mountain called ‘ Parage de los Capitancillos,’ including part of the oak grove 
now, or formerly, at this place, and including all the Willow Grove now, or formerly, at the source of said river. 

‘Thence from said point at the foot of said mountain ‘de los Capitancillos’ to the creek called Las S/agas at, or 
near its source, and at such point, as will make the distance from where said line strikes said creek, to the south- 
eastern point before ascertained, the same length as the distance from the starting point in the survey to the 
Embarcadero, that is, two leagues, eight hundred varas, thence from said point, last ascertained, to the southeastern 
corner of said tract before ascertained. In making the survey and ascertaining the preceding lines reference will be 
had to the survey and map of the Pueblo by the Commissioners Castro, Gulnac and Salvio Castro in March 1838, 
and to the survey of Joseph Arguello under date of the twenty-fourth day of July, 1801, signed also by the Friar 
Martin de Sandeta and Jose Miguel Osuna, and to the documents and depositions in the cause as to the ancient 
boundaries of said Pueblo of San Jose subject to the following deductions, namely, the Ranchos Las Milpitas, 
Rincon de los Esteros, Pala, Yerba Buena, Canada de Pala, San Felipe de las Animas, Laguna Seca, Santa 
Teresa, San Juan Bautista, Los Captancillos, San Vicente, Las Uvas, Ojo Agua de la Coche, San Francisco de las 
Slagas, and also such other parcels of land as have been by grants from lawful authority vested in private proprie- 
torship and have been finally confirmed to parties claiming under said grants by the tribunals of the

aiming thereunder by said tribunals in proceedings 


United States, or shall hereafter be finally confirmed to parties cl 
now pending therein for that purpose, all of which said excepted parcels of land are included in whole or in part 
within the boundaries above mentioned, but are excluded from the confirmation to the Mayor and Common Council of 
the City of San Jose. This confirmation is in trust for the benefit of the lot holders under grants from the Pueblo, Town 
or City of San Jose, or other competent authority, and to any residue in trust for the use and benefit of the inhabitants 


of the City,” whereby the proceedings of Court upon tzt/e became final. 


And whereas, under the thirteenth section of said Act, of the third day of March, Anno Domini, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-one, and the supplemental legislation, and in accordance with the proceedings had pursuant to said 
act and supplemental legislation, there has been deposited in the General Land Office of the United States, a return 
with the descriptive notes and plat of the survey of the said claim, confirmed as aforesaid, authenticated by the 
signature of the United States Surveyor-General of the State of California, which descriptive notes, and plat of 


survey, are in the words and figures as follows, to wit:

‘“‘ Under and by virtue of the provisions of the thirteenth section of the Act of Congress of the third of March, 
1851, entitled ‘ An Act to ascertain and settle the Private Land Claims in the State of California,’ and of the twelfth 
section of the Act of Congress, approved on the thirty-first of August, 1852. entitled “An Act making appropriations 
for the civil and diplomatic expenses of the Government for the year ending the thirtieth of June, 1853, and for 
other purposes, and whereas, the United States District Court for the Northern District of California, rendered a 
decision whereby it recognized and contirmed the title and claim of the Mayor and Common Council of the City of 
San Jose’ to the tract of land designated as the Pueblo Lands of San Jose, excepting from such confirmation certain 
tracts or parcels of land included in whole or in part within the exterior boundaries of said tract, as appears from the 
certified copy of the final decree of the said District Court, a copy of which is hereto annexed, the said tract of land 
was surveyed in conformity to the grant thereof and the said decision, and I hereby certify that the accompanying 
map is a true and accurate plat of the said Pueblo Lands of San Jose, as appears by the field notes compiled from the 
field notes of the surveys thereof, made by G. H. Thompson and A. T. Herrmann, Deputy Surveyors, under the 
directions of this office, which field notes having been examined and approved, remain of record therein.

“The exterior boundaries of the said Pueblo Lands of San Jose are described in the words and figures following, 


to wit: 


‘‘ Beginning on the Guadalupe River at a redwood post marked P. S. J. 1, set as nearly as could be ascertained 
at the point where the last live oak on said river was in March, eighteen hundred and thirty-eight, at the 
northwestern corner of the Pueblo Lands, from which post corner number three of the part of the Rancho Rincon de 
los Esteros confirmed to Berreyesa bears north twenty-seven degrees west, eighteen chains distant, and the southwest 
corner of Julio Valencia’s house bears south seventy-five degrees and thirty minutes east, and running thence 
according to the true meridian, the variation of the magnetic needle being from sixteen degrees east to sixteen degrees 


and forty-eight minutes east. 


l. ‘“* North, sixty-one degrees and thirty minutes east, at ten chains Julio Valencia’s house bears south forty-two 
degrees and thirty minutes east, Five hundred and fifty-four chains to a live oak tree marked ‘T,’ about twenty 
inches in diameter, at the northeast corner of the Rancho Los Tularcitos, in the summit of a rocky chemisal point on 
the west side of the summit of the ridge, being the tree described in the decree as the point of beginning, or northeast 


corner of the Pueblo Lands, Station, from which a large mound of stones bears southwest, ten links distant. 


‘Thence along the line of the final survey of the Rancho Los Tularcitos, along the summit of the ridge 


2. “South forty-two degrees and twenty minutes east, one hundred and seventy-six chains and sixty links, to two 


posts, marked respectively ‘T., No. 3,’ and ‘P. 8S. J. 3,’ in a stone mound, Station. 


3. “Thence leaving the line of the Rancho Los Tularcitos, and continuing along summit of ridge, descending 
from high point, south fifty-two degrees east, four hundred chains and _ sixty-eight links to a post marked ‘P. 8S. J., 
fon line of the Rancho ‘Canada de Pala,’ from which, corner number three of said Rancho bears north 


sixty-one degrees and thirty minutes east, forty-six chains distant, a white oak one foot in diameter bears south five 


degrees and fifteen minutes west, thirty-four links distant, and a white oak ten inches in diameter bears south 


fifty-three degrees and thirty minutes east, thirty-one links distant, Station. 


t. “Thence through the Rancho ‘Canada de Pala,’ south thirty-three degrees and forty-five minutes east, passing 
through the hills called ‘ Pala,’ and on the last four miles near the eastern edge of the ‘ Canada de Pala,’ six hundred 
and forty-nine chains and seventy-one links, to a post marked ‘P. 8. J. 5, in a stone mound at corner number 
seven of the Rancho ‘Canada de Pala,’ and corner to sections nineteen, twenty, twenty-nine and thirty in Township 
seven south, Range three east, Mount Diablo meridian, on steep hillside on the east of the Arroyo San Felipe, a 
branch of the Arroyo Coyote, from which post, a white oak, eighteen inches in diameter, bears south fifty-three degrees 
west, one hundred and ninety.six links distant, a live oak, ten inches in diameter, bears south, thirty degrees east, 
one hundred and seventy-three links distant, and a white oak twenty inches in diameter bears north forty-three degrees 


and thirty minutes west, one hundred and twelve links distant, Station. 


“Thence, along the hills called ‘San Felipe,’ leaving the Rancho ‘Canada de Pala,’ and running through the 


Rancho ‘ Los Huecos,’ along steep broken hillsides sloping west towards the Valley of San Felipe. 








). “ South twenty-four degrees and thirty minutes east, at six hundred and seven chains and seventy-three links a

post marked ‘P. 8. J. 6,’ on the thirteenth course of the Rancho ‘Canada de San Felipe y las Animas,’ from 

which a white oak two feet in diameter bears north, seventy-four degrees and forty-five minutes east, sixty-one 


links distant, 


‘‘ Thence, through said rancho passing two and one-half miles southwest of a grove of Pine Timber about three 


or four miles in extent on top of the main range of mountains. 


“ At seven hundred and fifty-five chains and ninety links, a post marked ‘P. 8. J. 6,’ on line of the 
Rancho ‘Canada de San Felipe y las Animas,’ at a point eighteen chains and sixty-four links south, sixty-two degrees 
and forty-five minutes west from the white oak at corner number six of said rancho, from which post a white oak 
four inches in diameter bears north eleven degrees and thirty minutes east, one hundred and four links distant, and a 
white oak, eighteen inches in diameter bears north eighty-nine degrees west, one hundred and seventy-four links 


distant. 


“Thence leaving said rancho and passing along a succession of terraces or benches on side of the hills called 


‘El Paso de Lagunitas.’ 


“At one thousand chains and ninety links a post marked ‘P. 8. J. 7,’ in mound of stone on summit 
of low range of hills on line of the Rancho ‘Ojo de Agua de la Coche,’ twenty-four chains and ninety-two links 
north, fifty-two degrees and fifteen minutes west from corner number one of said rancho from which post a white oak 
ten inches in diameter bears north, twenty-nine degrees and thirty minutes west, one hundred and sixty-nine links 
distant, and a white oak one foot in diameter bears south eighty-three degrees and thirty minutes east, two hundred 


and fifty-six links distant. 


‘* Thence, through the Ranchos ‘Ojo de Agua de la Coche,’ and ‘San Franciscode las Llagas,’ one thousand one 
hundred and thirty-four chains and forty links to a monument of stone about six feet high and eight feet at the base, 
on the summit of a rocky hill inside and near the north boundary of the Rancho ‘San Francisco de las Llagas,’ being 
the old southeast corner of the ‘Pueblo Lands of San Jose,’ from which a live oak, ten inches in diameter, bears south 
twenty-two degrees and thirty minutes west, one hundred and thirty-three links distant, a white oak, eight inches in 
diameter bears south, seventy-five degrees east, sixty-three links distant, and a live oak, sixteen inches in diameter 
bears north, seventy-two degrees and thirty minutes west, ninety-two links distant, Station. 

“Thence, through the Rancho ‘San Francisco de las Llagas,’ descending low hills. 

6. “ South, seventy degrees and thirty minutes west, five hundred and fifty-four chains to a live oak stake four 
inches in diameter and four and one-half feet long, marked ‘P. 8. J. No. 9,’ set in a large mound of rocks on steep 
slope falling east into Llagas head-waters, Station, from which, a live oak, fifteen inches in diameter, bears south, fifteen 
degrees and twenty-two minutes east, fifty-three links distant. 

‘Thence, through the Rancho ‘ Las Uvas,’ on a direct course towards the ‘ Encino,’ ascending rough mountains. 

7. “ North, fifty-seven degrees and forty-two minutes west, at one hundred and sixty-two chains and seventy-two 
links, a redwood post four inches in diameter and four and one-half feet long marked ‘P.8.J. 9 AS. 2, 


and L, U. R.,’ in large mound of granite rocks, from which a white oak, seven inches in diameter, bears south fifty- 


four degrees and twelve minutes east, thirty-seven links distant, and a white oak, six inches in diameter, bears south, 


forty-one degrees and forty-eight minutes west, eleven and one-half links distant, said post being on the line of the 
“Las Uvas’ Rancho at a point south four degrees and four minutes east, twenty-one chains and fifty four links from 


Station ‘L. U. 8.’ 


‘“‘ Thence, leaving the ‘ Las Uvas’ Rancho, at one hundred and eighty-nine chains and sixty-two links intersects 
the line between Townships nine and ten south, Range two east, Mount Diablo meridian, at a white oak stake five 
inches in diameter and four and one-half feet long, marked ‘F. S.2.T. 1OS RR2EFS 35TR9SR2E 
and P. 8. J.’; from which post the corner to section two, three, thirty-four and thirty-five, bears north eighty-nine 
degrees and thirty-five minutes west, twenty-five chains and forty-five links distant, a double black oak twelve inches 
in diameter, bears north, fifty-three degrees and forty-two minutes west, eighty-three links distant, and a double black 


oak, thirteen inches in diameter, bears south, sixty-eight degrees and forty-eight minutes west, fifty-eight links distant. 








“At two hundred and fourteen chains and fifty-nine links, intersects the boundary of the ‘Las Uvas’ Rancho, 
nineteen chains and ninet,-five links south, eighty-five degrees and thirty-one minutes west, from ‘cor. L. U, 9,’ at a 


redwood post, four inches in diameter, and four and one-half feet long, marked ‘P. S. J. No. 9, B.,’ in mound of 


rock five feet in d ameter, from which post a white oak, twenty-five inches in diameter, bears north fifty-seven 


degrees and thirty-eight minutes east, fifty-six links distant, and a white oak twenty inches in diameter, bears south 


nine degrees and forty-eight minutes west, seventy five links distant. 


“Thence, through the ‘Las Uvas’ Rancho, at three hundred and twenty-two chains and seventy-seven links 
intersects the west boundary of the ‘Las Uvas’ Rancho at a stake four inches in diameter and four and one-half feet 
long, marked ‘P. 8. J. No. 10,’ in mound of large rock standing on the west bank of the dry run about seven 
chains northerly, from the branch of Uvas Creek last mentioned, from which stake a white oak four feet in diameter 
bears south, four degrees east, forty-four links distant, a white oak, sixteen inches in diameter, bears north, forty- 
seven degrees and thirty minutes east, one hundred and twenty-seven links distant, and the white oak three and 
one-half feet in diameter at ‘cor. L. U. 14,’ of the ‘Las Uvas’ Raucho, bears south, thirty-two degrees west, nine 


chains and five links distant. 


“ Thence, leaving said Rancho, and over rough and brushy mountains, cut by deep ravines and steep brushy 
canons, one thousand and seventy-four chains and twenty-four links, to the large live oak tree known as ‘ El Encino,’ 
seven feet in diameter and marked ‘ P. 8S. J., No. 11,’ being one of the original corners of the Pueblo Lands of San 


Jose, and standing near the summit of a high spur of the Sierra Azul, Station. 


“Thence, descending the steep and brushy sides of the Sierra.

8. ‘* North ten degrees and fifteen minutes west, at one hundred and forty-one chains and thirty-five links intersects 
the southerly boundary of the Rancho ‘de los Capitancillos,’ confirmed to the Guadalupe Mining Company, eighteen 
chains and forty links north, fifty-one degrees and thirty-two minutes west, from cor ‘G. M. C., No. 2) at a 


redwood post four by five inches square and four and one-half feet long, marked ‘P. 8. J., No. 12,’ in mound of

distant, and a live oak stump, eightee1 inches in diameter, bears south, two degrees east, sixty links distant. 


“At two hundred and twenty-five chains and fifty-two links, intersects the northwesterly boundary of the 
Rancho ‘de los Capitancillos,’ confirmed to the Guadalupe Mining Company, in middle of the bed of the ‘ Arroyo 
Seco de los Capitancillos,’ three hundred and forty-four chains and fifty-seven links, to a redwood post marked 
‘P. 8. J. No, 14, four inches square and four and one-half feet long, in mound of large granite rocks, five feet in 
diameter, on top of the small isolated hill described as one of the old land-marks of the Pueblo Lands of San Jose, 
from which post a forked white oak tifteen inches in diameter, bears north sixty-five degrees and fifteen minutes west 
fifty-nine links distant; a double white oak, seventeen inches in diameter, bears south seventy-four degrees and 
fifteen minutes east, thirty links distant; a white oak thirteen inches in diameter, bears north twenty degrees and 
fifteen minutes west, fifty-seven links distant, and a white oak, twenty inches in diameter, bears south ten degrees 


and forty minutes west, forty-two links distant, Station. 
9, ‘Thence, descending, north, sixteen degrees east, at seven chains and thirty-five links, foot of ‘ Lone Hill.’ 


“ Thence, over level land, at twenty-five chains and ninety-one links, intersects the southwestern boundary of

‘“ Thence through the Rancho ‘San Juan Bautista, three hundred and forty-nine chains and sixty-seven links, to 
a large mound of stone in open field, being oue of the original monuments of the Pueblo Lands of San Jose, 
Station ‘P. 8.

10. “ Thence, north, seventy-two degrees east, at ten chains and twenty-nine links, the west bank of the Guadalupe 

River, ten chains and eighty-nine links, to Station in middle of the Guadalupe River, near its source. 

‘‘ Thence, meandering down stream, along the easterly boundary of the Rancho ‘San Juan Bautista.’
